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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 

HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


GENTLEMEN, 

1  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  during  1949. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  remains  good  and  the 
incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  very  low. 

The  Vital  Statistics  shew  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  of 
3.5  to  18.5  per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate,  however,  at  11.3 
shews  a  slight  increase. 

I  am  jjarticularly  pleased  to  record  a  high  level  of 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  in  Skelmersdale,  where  80'%  of 
the  children  under  15  are  protected  against  this  disease.  As  a 
result  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  Di])htheria  in  Skelmersdale 
during  the  last  5  years.  It  must  be  emphasized  that  this  excellent 
record  can  only  be  maintained  by  the  early  immunisation  of  every 
infant  in  the  District  before  it  reaches  the  age  of  twelve  months. 

Einally,  1  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Flealth 
Committee  for  their  interest  in  matters  of  healh,  and  the  Members 
of  the  Staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

DEATHS 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year  number  69;  of  this  number  39  were  male  and  30'  female. 
This  was  an  increase  of  6  on  the  figure  for  1948.  The  crude  death 
rate  for  the  year  wais  11.3  compared  with  10.3  in  1948,  an  increase 
of  1.5.  The  adjusted  death  rate  ( com])arability  factor  1.12)  was 
12.7  per  1,000  population.

FOR  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

l^athological  specimens  of  a  simple  nature,  throat  swabs, 
etc.,  are  sent  for  examination  at  the  E.M.S.  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  the  Ormskirk  County  Hospital.  All  other  specimens 
are  sent  to  the  City  Laboratories,  Liverpool. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  1946. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  Congregational  Schoolroom  in  Witham  Road  is 
utilised  every  Wednesday  morning  as  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  and 
Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  the  appropriate 
Department  of  the  County  Medical  Olhcer  'of  Health, 

An  Immunisation  Clinic  is  held  one  Wednesday  afternoon 
in  each  month  at  2-15  on  the  same  premises  by  the  Assistant  Divi¬ 
sional  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  town. 

The  Ormskirk  County  Hospital  and  the  Wigan  Hospitals 
provide  ample  accommodation  for  all  patients  from  Skelniersdale. 

Infectious  cases  are  admitted  to  the  New  Hall  isolation 
Hospital,  Scarisbrick. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Suppy 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  district  continues  to  be,  on  the 
whole,  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  excepting  the  East 
Boundary,  where  the  pressure  is  low  owing  to  the  higher  elevation. 

Mie  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the 
.Southport  and  District  Water  Board  from  a  deep  well  situated  at 
Scarth  Hill  in  the  Parish  of  Lathom. 


Sewag^e  Disposal 

The  district  is  sewered  on  the  ];artly  separate  system. 
The  sewage  from  approximately  1,444  houses  in  the  princi])al 
housing  area  is  discharged  by  gravity  through  a  24-inch  outfall 
sewer  at  the  Council’s  Berry  Street  Disposal  Works,  and  that  from 
255  houses  by  a  15-inch  outfall  sewer  at  their  Penny  Lane  Works. 

The  sewage  at  both  works  is  treated  by  settlement  and 
land  irrigation  and  periodical  cleansing  and  repairs  are  carried  out.

[)iiriiig'  the  past  year,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  record, 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  was  applied  f(^r  the  hrst  time 
since  the  War. 

This  resulted  in  Demolition  Orders  being  put  into 
o])cration  on  27  houses.  In  some  cases  the  neglect  of  simple 
maintenance  work  had  reduced  the  property  to  such  conditicms 
that  the  owners  agreed,  repairs  to  make  the  houses  ht,  could  not  be 
carried  out  at  reasonable  expense. 

Although  not  legally  res])onsible  for  the  re-housing  of 
families  in  houses  on  which  Demolition  Orders  have  become 
operative,  the  Council  have  nevertheless  so  far  provided  new 
houses  for  six  tenants. 

There  has  also  been  some  progress  in  the  conversion  of 
privy  middens  to  water  closets,  and  a  small  scheme  was  carried 
out  by  the  Council. 

Some  increased  activity  in  housing  repairs  was  evident 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  notieable  that  it  was  not  considered  neces¬ 
sary  to  take  legal  proceedings  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

These  improvements  together  with  the  Council’s 
“  vigorous  ”  housing  programme  are  clear  indications  of  the 
support  given,  and  efforts  made,  to  make  some  progress  in  the 
“  held  ”  of  Public  Health  Work, 

Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southport  and 
District  Water  Board.  Water  is  pumped  from  a  bore  hole  some 
750  feet  deep  at  Scarth  Hill,  and  supplied  through  a  7"  main. 

Samples  are  taken  at  intervals  and  submitted  to  the 
Jhverpool  City  Analyst  for  examination.

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The  sample  was  clear,  almost  colourless  and  ochmrless. 
It  contained  only  a  minute  trace  of  suspended  matter  which  con¬ 
sisted  of  diatoms,  hydrated  oxide  of  iron  with  iron  organisms  and 
particles  of  siliceous  matter.

The  water  organically  was  pure  and  (juite  lit  for  human 
consumption. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 
Milk 

There  are  seven  dairy  farmers  in  the  District  keeping 
about  150  cows.  Frequent  inspections  were  made,  and  samples 
taken  for  bacteriological  examinations.  Of  12  samples  taken  and 
tested  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  two  samples  were  found 
to  be  “  positive  Both  samples  were  from  the  same  herd,  one 
taken  in  January  and  the  second  in  September.  All  milk  from  this 
dairy  farm  was  sold  in  bulk  for  pasteurisation.  In  each  case  after 
notihcation,  immediate  action  was  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Fisheries  to  locate  and  remove  animals  suspected  of 
giving'  tubercular  milk.  Examination  of  12  samples  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  shewed  one  only  to  be  unsatisfactory,  B.  Cob 
was  present  in  four  samples. 

Consequent  upon  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act  1944,  brought  into  operation  on  1st 
October,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  became  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  registration  of  dairy  farms. 

The  registration  of  milk  distributors  and  other  dair\- 
premises,  however,  is  still  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority. 
Other  regulations  regarding  Special  Designated  Milks  also  became 
operative.  Licences  for  the  sale  of  “  Special  Designated  ”  Milk 
were  granted  to  fourteen  distributors. 

Ice  Cream 

The  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  the  District  has  been 
discontinued,  but  four  premises  were  registereed  for  the  sale  oi 
ice-cream  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board 
and  General  Powers)  Act  1938.  Out  of  five  samples  taken  and 
Submitted  for  examination,  only  one  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughtering 

Most  of  the  meat  supplied  in  the  District  is  from  the 
Wigan  and  Liverpool  Abattoirs.  At  the  private  slaughter-house 
registered  as  a  Temporary  Slaughtering  Point  for  pigs  only,  which 
was  arranged  to  assist  pig  keepers,  about  20  pigs  were  slaughtered, 
mostly  at  Christmas  time.  xA.  number  of  pigs  are  also  slaughtered 
on  the  premises  of  the  small  pig  keeper,  also  for  “  home  ”  con¬ 
sumption.

Schools 

There  are  four  schools  in  the  area,  all  of  which  are 
ins])ected  and  the  sanitary  fitments  examined.  Trough  closets  are 
still  in  use  at  two  schools,  these  should  be  abolished  as  early  as 
possible,  ddic  playgrounds  also  need  levelling,  draining  and  re¬ 
surfacing. 
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Refuse  and  Salvage  Collections 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued 
without  interruption  throughout  the  year.  The  Ford  Thames 
Refuse  vehicle,  which  operated  with  a  driver  and  four  men, 
although  not  as  manoeuvreable  as  the  Karrier  Bantam,  has 
given  good  service.  Dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  additional  150  dust¬ 
bins  to  empty  weekly,  compared  with  1946,  when  the  building 
programme  was  commenced.  This  resulted  in  a  less  frequent 
emptying  of  privy  middens.  These  are  now  cleared  on  an  average 
every  six  weeks,  unless  complaint  is  made  by  a  householder,  wTen 
a  special  clearance  is  made.  Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  semi-crude 
tipping  on  low  lying  land  which  is  subject  to  flooding,  on  the  South 
Eastern  boundary  of  the  District. 

Salvage 

About  16  tons  of  wmste  paper  w^as  collected  and  disposed 
of  until  it  became  apparent,  that  owing  to  the  national  surplus  of 
waste  paper,  it  was  impossible  to  dispose  of  current  collections. 
The  circumstances  which  brought  about  this  position  were  given 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  an  “  increase  in  the  supply  of  new^  paper 
wTich  increased  the  salvage  potential,  an  abnormally  mild  winter, 
and  a  smaller  than  wms  anticipated  demand  for  boards  and  packing 
materials.”  Cancellation  of  directions  under  Regulation  54B 
(which  made  salvage  obligations  compulsory)  were  then  issued 
from  the  Directorate  of  Salvage  and  Recovery. 

Rodent  Control 

Maintenance  treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in 
sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  the  first  instance  82 
manholes  were  baited  and  for  these  16  “  takes  were  recorded,  the 
bait  and  poison  used  was  bread  mash  and  arsenic.  For  the  second 
treatment  21  manholes  were  baited  and  four  “  takes  ”  recorded, 
sausage  rusk  and  zinc  phosphide  were  used.  Routine  investigation 
was  carried  out  of  surface  properties  by  the  part-time  Rodent 
Operator,  refuse  tips  and  sewerage  works  were  also  treated.  No 
serious  infestations  were  found. 

Pi'ivy  Midden  conversion  to  water-carriage  system 

During  the  year  15  privy  middens  were  converted  to 
water-closets.  Notices  were  served  under  Section  47  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  to  convert  in  nine  cases  and  all  the  neces¬ 
sary  work  was  carried  out  by  the  C'ouncil.  The  average  total  cost 
including  the  provision  of  dustbins  for  each  conversion  was  £16. 

Shops 

All  shops  were  inspected  under  the  County  Council 
Scheme.  Details  regarding  hours  of  employment  of  young 
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])ers()ns,  ])r()vision  of  adeciuate  lighting  and  washing  facilities  were 
recorded  on  special  forms  under  the  Shops  Act  1934.  Ninety-six 
visits  were  made  regarding  the  application  of  Section  10  which  is 
enforceable  by  District  Councils.  This  provides  for  suitable  and 
sufficient  means  of  ventilation,  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences, 
and  the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  temperature  in  shops.  Alost 
of  the  premises  were  found  to  comply  with  the  provision  of  the 
Act.
